Prices Bind Wages. 


According fo a report issued a few days ago by the National 


Industrial Conference Board the cost of living has advanced 
70 per cent in the last four years in communities where (here 
has been no malerial increase in rents. Where rents have gone1 


up the cost lias been still higher as a mailer of course. 


Increase in the cosl of leading articles has been as follows: 


Food, 83 percent; clothing, 93 percent; fuel and light, 55 per 
mil; sundries, 55 percent. These arc things that all families 
musl have, and where rents were increased Ihe burden was 
even greater llian in places where there was no heavy advance 
in (his particular line. 


The report says thai no article of food advanced less than 


50 per cent, while lard, bacon, corn meal, flour, sugar and cer- 
tain kinds of meat advanced at least 100 per cent. The cost 
of clothing nearly doubled in (he four years, ami the same is 
true of shoes. The price of coal advanced 60 per cent or more. 
In addition to all this was a big increase in Ihe prices of tobacco 
and other small things, all of which helped lo increase Hie 
burden. 


Of course lliere was only one thing' that enabled the peo- 


ple lo carry this load, and thai was wages which corresponded 
fairly well to Ihe increase in prices, with employment for all 
who were able and willing lo work. Sonic con lend Ilia I wages 
have not advanced as much as prices, but, on Ihe whole, it lias 
been aboul an even thing, and so people have been able lo 
live. 


Mow long these conditions will continue it is impossible lo 


tell, Iml in view of pasl experiences il is hardly to be expected 
thai a change more or less pronounced will be long deferred. 
The war created a high pressure in practically all industries, 
and even gave'a boom lo. farming such as was never experi- 
enced before. There was work for everybody al lop-notch 
wages, and while there' was more or less growling few slopped 
to quarrchwilh prices. This high pressure is already being re- 
duced and il is a reasonable assumption thai business and 
prices and wages will find Ihcir way back lo a normal level in 
spile of all Ihe ell'o'rls lhal may be made fo prevent il. 


Whatever changes may come will make little practical dif- 


ference so long as a proper balance between wages and prices 
is maintained. 
I3ig wages are of small advantage so long as 


the worker has lo spend every dollar he earns in order lo live. 


The only thing for working people and others lo do is lo go 


ahead, lake things as (hey come and make (lie besl of il. The 
world musl be fed and dollied, and already (here is talk.of a 
great revival in Ihe building industry, which was seriously 
checked by war conditions. So long as (here is plenty of work 
(he workers will be taken care of whether prices and'wages 
arc high or low, and that, afler all, is the feature of most im- 
portant^ in a situation which presents nothing lhal should 
cause uneasiness or alarm;
